Both Bucharest and Petrograd report a check for tbe Austro-Ger- 


man armies of Von Falkenhayn. The Teutonic advance has been check, 
ed all along the Transylvanian border and driven back. 


In Dobrudja the attacks by Von Mackensen have become less violent. 


A wireless despatch from Berlin stated that Von Mackensen's guns now 
command tbe great 13 mile bridge across the-Danube at Cemavoda.

PUBLIC INTEREST. 


You "know how it is. 
We:-don't mean the talk of the politicians, 


ctf the public at large. 


Tlie politicians claim everything and 


promise everything, but the great vote 
which, decides elections comes from the vot- 
ers who arc not in politics. 


The amount of talk before an election 


shows the degree in which the voters are 
interested. .If it is all one way the election 
may be expected to go that way. 


How much talk have you heard about the 


proposed purchase of the local telephone 
plant by a bond issue of nearly a million 
dollars? 


There is very little talk, hence very little 


interest. And" if the voters are not inter- 
sted in such a schme as municipal owner- 
ship, how could municipal ownership suc- 
ceed, if adopted? 


As long as the voters are not interested 


before a heavy bond issue election, they will 
not be interested after, and in case Lima 
should buy the local plant the taxpayers 
would not keep very close record of the 
work of the men in charge of the depart- 
ment. 


When taxpayers fail to keep close tab on 


the public officials, what does that mean? 
Inefficiency always, extravagance general- 
ly and graft once in a while. 


The thing for the voter to do is to keep 


abreast of the affairs of his community, so 
that he will know what is going on; then he 
can vote intelligently, lie should study 
every proposal involving the tax-paj'crs' 
money, so as to know whether or not the 
city might.lose money. 


The place to start in is the present. Take 


up the proposed establishment of munici- 
pal ownership as the leading issue of the 
day in Lima. Look into its provisions and 
see just what sort of a gold brick the 1/1-0 
advocates are trying to hand to Lima.

If parents -want German toys for 
their children this Christmas, they 
must do their shopping early. The 
tout shipment of German dolls was 
received last Friday, and while thin 
was sufficient to stock * large num- 
ber of department stores throughout 
the country, tha supply Is distinctly 
limited. After it is exhausted there 
•will be no more. 
Already the toy 


departments of some of the most en- 
terprising stores are beginning to as- 
sume a holiday appearance. 


The German toy industry is the 


largest in the -world. For the past 
fifty years its huge factories scatter- 
ed all over the empire have supplied 
the children of all nations from 
America to China with dolls and 


• bears and sparkling Christmas tree 
balls. Every year, large numbers of 
American buyers went to Germany 
and traveled from on a city to an- 
! other fraying special kinds of toys; 
for almost every city over there la 
celebrated tor a separate and dls- 
, tinct brand. For undressed charact- 
er dolls, the buyer went to Walter- 


i shansen and 
OLrdruf, while 
for 


I dressed dolls and band-made toys he 
| visited Sonnenburg. Here the Ger- 
man peasant! earn their living by 
making toys in their own homes, 
'bringing them Into the toy market 
every Saturday night in huge baskets 
strapped to their shoulders. At Niir- 
emburg small locomotives and metal 
soldiers and all sorts of mechanical 
toys are manufactured, while Llsch-1 
tenfelds is famous for Its little toy 
baskets bought in such great num- 
bers every Eaater, 


Now tmny of Germany's toy fac- 


tories are manufacturing explosives, 
and American 'buyers are patronizing 
American toy factories. 
Since 
the 


beginning of the war, the American 
toy industry has grown rapidly^ It is 
estimated that there are now within 
the neighborhood of 150 toy estab- 
lishments in this country, while be- 
fore the war there were only half as 
many. Moreover, great progress baa 
T>een made in 
merican toy 
inven- 


tion. Wooden dolls that are jointed 
on tiexiblo ste«l so that they will as- 
sume any human posture; 
painted 


wooden animals of likeltke design, 
and the extremely popular klddiekar 
are some new inventions made-in- 
America which are greatly in de- 
maiKl. But there is one thing that 
so far has baffled American manu- 
facturers, and that ia the 
bisque 


doll. 


However, if the war continues and 


we are still cut off from German toy 
supplies, it seems likely that even 
this childhood wonder will be made 
in America. It only stands to reason 
that an industry that Is barely two 
years old can not immediately com- 
pete with one which has been care- 
fully built for a half century, but 
FTive it time and the 'buyers believe it 
will eventually supply 
the 
entire 


home consumption. 
In the mean- 


time, the demand for toys in this 
I'ountry is increasing every year. Go 
into the toy department of the aver- 
age department store on the day aft- 
er Christmas and you will find a few 
toys that have been broken in the 
rrush of customers, but the rest of 
the shelves will 
be empty. The

Toys are one of the most important 


factors in the system of the modern 
department store.
